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PREFACE 


This checklist records the reports of 177 Ontario royal commissions and 
commissions of inquiry reporting during the period from Confederation to the 
end of 1978. The topics dealt with by these inquiries range from investigations 
of occurrences of alleged misconduct of public officials to in-depth studies of 
broad issues of continuing public concern such as education. 


The reports vary in format and length from manuscript copies of a few leaves to 
published reports of several volumes. Slightly more than one-third of these 
reports have been published since the end of World War II in 1945. Several of the 
reports, such as the multi-volume report of the inquiry into civil rights 
conducted by the Honourable Mr. Justice James C. McRuer, have already 
become established as basic to an understanding of issues of interest and concern 
to Ontarians. 


By publishing this checklist, we hope to remind researchers that there is a vast 
amount of useful material to be found in the reports of these commissions. To 
facilitate access to the studies, the checklist includes a topical index as well as 
an index of commissioners.

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INTRODUCTION 


This checklist includes reports of all Ontario Royal Commissions and 
Commissions of Inquiry established under the Public Inquiries Act and by Order- 
in-Council, as well as those established under the Authority of other Ontario 
Statutes. Also included are those Commissions not established under the above 
authorities but whose terms of reference meet the requirements of public 
inquiries. Departmental inquiries have been excluded. Also excluded are 
studies related to Commissions. 


Items listed are arranged chronologically by date of appointment and cover those 
commissions that reported in the post-Confederation period from July 1867 to 
December 1978. The form of title used is the one that appears on the title page 
of the report. 


In an effort to be as complete and accurate as possible, reference was made to 
Publications of the Government of Ontario, 1867-1900, by Olga. B. Bishop 
(Toronto: Queen's Printer, 1976); Publications of the Government of Ontario, 
1901-1955; a checklist compiled for the Ontario Library Association, by Hazel I. 
MacTaggart (Toronto: Printed and distributed by the University of Toronto Press 
for the Queen's Printer, 1964); and Publications of the Government of Ontario, 
1956-1971; a checklist compiled by Hazel I. MacTaggart with the assistance of 
Kenneth E. Sundquist (Toronto: Queen's Printer, 1975). In addition, Commissions 
and Committees: Inventory of Ontario Royal Commissions: Record Group 18: 
Series B, prepared by David Russell and Dorothy Kealey (Toronto: Ontario 
Department of Public Reeords and Archives. Government Records Section, 
1976) was consulted. 


All existing Orders-in-Council were examined in the Office of the Clerk of the 
Executive Council or at the Archives of Ontario and all reports were examined 
either in the Legislative Library or at the Archives of Ontario. The number and 
date of Sessional Papers have been included whenever appropriate. Location 
symbols have been included for all entries. Should there be any errors or 
omissions in this list, we would appreciate having them brought to our attention. 


Acknowledgement should be made to Federal Royal Commissions in Canada, 
1867-1966; A Checklist, prepared by G.F. Henderson (Toronto: University of 
Toronto Press, 1967) and to the checklist of Royal Commissions and Commissions 
of Inquiry in Alberta, 1905-1976, prepared by Christine E. Backhaus, (Edmonton: 
Legislature Library, 1977), which were used to establish the style of entry.
